‘Shensi on the map is shaped very 
like England and Wales, with 
Northumberland stretched out and 
pinched and the southern salients| 
compressed, The Wei River flowing 
into the Yellow River, as it were 
from Anglesey into the North Sea 
at Lowestoft, cuts off the North of 
Shensi from the south. The dis- 
position of Central Government 
troops after the recent crisis at Sian 
has strongly protected south Shensi. 
General Ku Chu-tung, as the direct 
representative of the Central Gov- 
ernment and General Chiang Kal- 
shek’s trusted commander, is 
grappling with the reorganization 
of the civil and military administra~ 
tion at Sian and is reported to have 
been successful in restoring public 
confidence and in making an effec- 
tive occupation of the Wei valley. 
General Yang Hu-chen has made 
terms with the Central Gov- 
ernment. His provincial troops, 
in the territory immediately north 
of the Wei River, are engaged| 
in beneficent road-repairing op- 
erations, but have to remain’ 
vigilant lest the hostility of the 
Tungpei forces (former North- 
Eastern Provinces troops) should 
move in attacks on them. De- 
spatches from Sian show that these| 
‘Tungpei _units—still nominally 
under the command of General 
Chang Hsueh-liang but deprived of 
his personal leadership by  the| 
course of events—have not abated

posted in the inhospitable marches’ 
of Shensi. They have retained the| 
traditions which gave them spiritual 
affinity with the hunghutzes of 
their former happy hunting grounds. 
‘Those traditions connote habits 
which do not respond readily to 
military discipline and it is not| 
surprising to Tearn that in the dis- 
triets where the Tungpel forces are 
Tocated pillage and other forms of 
irregular activity disturb and vex 
the people of the countryside.

‘The Communists, being on ter-' 
ritory not yet under their un 
questioned control, in that region 
of Shensi which lies just north of 
the Wei River are admittedly on 
their best behaviour. ‘They  seck| 
{o illustrate the reasonableness of 
their recent offer of co-operation 
with the C2atral Government andi 
they are making a good job of it. 
It is well, however, to remember 
that there ate approximately 60,000 
Red troops in the north of Shensi 
‘and at Fushih, situated on that 
distezted map of England some- 
where in the neighbourhood of| 
Richmond in the North Riding of 
Yorkshire, they have thelr head~ 
quarters from which the rest of 
Shensi stretching to the North and 
bounded on the East by Shansi and. 
on the West by Kansu and Suiyuan 
is virtually under their supreme 
control. Here the discipline of the 
Communist forces further south is 
fully reflected but the likeness ends| 
there. No ditdence in developing 
the full-blooded doctrine of Com- 
munism is {0 be discerned. Anxiety 
to adopt a lighter shade of red is not 
Aisplayed. Pink sentiments are not 
‘evolved to soothe the ruffled breasts 
of the Central Government, Stark 
‘Communism with its denial of the 
ight of privale ownership is al- 
lowed full scope. From the port-| 
ents in North Shensi it is dificult 
fo imagine Red acceptance of the! 
terms preseribed by the Plenary’ 
Session, just as it is plain that the 
Government has shown an acute! 
perception of actualitles in refusing 
fo make those terms less rigid. 
There are signs that the Com- 
munists feel that they have come| 
to the end of their Odyssey and that 
in Shensi, their lines of communica-| 
tion with Kansu being Intact, they! 
may create a new Communist] 
enclave as they did for some time 
in Kiangsi until General Chiang] 
Kai-shek started them on. their| 
semi-circular tour of south and 
western China, In Shensi_ they| 
have all the conditions favourable! 
to their enterprise. ‘Tho _low| 
standard of living, the acute depres~ 
sion and grim oppression under| 
which the peasants suffer must in- 
evitably make the prospects of an| 
alternative system, however illusory, 
and vague, appear to have im- 
mediate attractions. In Shensi at 
Teast it is not  better—in the| 
peasant’s mind—to bear the ils he!

It looks, therefore, as if the|

FOR THE PUBLIC GOOD 
Feb, 25. 


Mr. C, S, Franklin's speech at the 
annual general meeting of the For-| 
eign Y.M.C.A. gave an encouraging: 
‘account of the Association's steady. 
extrication of itself from the finan-| 
cial dificulties which so clouded its| 
‘outlook two years ago. When the 
Board of Trustees became aware of| 
the effect of the depression on thett| 
finances and recognized that some! 
special effort had to be made to 
preserve the institution's capacity’ 
for service, Mr. Franklin was 
persuaded {0 accept the President- 
ship. It was in a sense an ad hoc 
‘appointment. Certainly Mr. Frank 
Hin regarded it in that light for| 
he vigorously addressed himself to 
retrenchment and reform. With the 
help of an adaptable executive to 
‘whom his leadership was an. ine 
spiration he soon established a feel~ 
ing of confidence which enabled 
the Association to face its uphill 
task with courage and determina 
tion. The report presented to tho| 
meeting on Tuesday shows how 
well it has progressed. Complete 
success in balancing the budget has| 
not been yet achieved. That could 
not be expected for the depression| 
had inflicted on the Association 
serious damage. But there 1s every! 
reason to believe that the deficit 
will soon yield to the treatment 
which has been so sciontifically ap- 
plied. If not out of the wood, the 
Association ean feel that it can sce 
daylight ahead and need not doubt 
its ability to shake off the remain- 
ing hindrances to its progress. On 
that account Mr. Franklin and his 
coadjutors deserve congratulations| 
‘and the grateful thanks of the com= 
munity on which the Foreign “Y" 
confers special obligations. Looking 
at the list of the standing com- 
mittees the evidence of renewed 
‘buoyancy will be discerned for they 
command the experience of trusty 
veterans in the institution's man- 
‘agement as well as the stimulating: 
influence of newcomers whose 
names carry reputations for genuine| 
community service. 

This return to. a “reasonable 
financial stability", to use Mr. 
Franklin's words, is not taken as the 
text for complacency. Even more| 
important than the welcome picture! 
of a healthier treasury was Mr. 
Franklin's suggestion that particular’ 
regard should be paid to the future’ 
development of the Association in. 
the light of possible changes in 
Shanghai. His words may be 
quoted: 

We all know that a smaller nums 
ber of young men are now coming. 
from the West, that an increasing’ 
umber of local young men ate! 
being filled by students from China| 
trained in the West. Our associa 
tion may live on as a reasonably.

From the claims of success by 
both sides in the Spanish Civil war, 
only two facts emerge: one that the 
condition of stalemate which was 
apparent some months or so ago 
still prevails, and the other that, 
for a very protracted period, Spain 
hhas been subjected to massacre by 
both sides unprecedented in the 
istory of civil wars. ‘The rebels: 

have not been successful inthe 
attempts on Madrid: their en- 
deavours tv close the corridor 
between the capital and Valencia 
have failed miserably, and. while 
they did capture Malaga, that 































jetory has been vffset by the 
government's recapture of Oviedo. 
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‘That the rebels control more of| 
Spain than does the government is| 
of ttle matter, because that coh-| 
trol Is still subject to the fortunes| 
of war, and, though it seems} 
unlikely’ that the government will 
be able to reestablish its authority, 
‘over Spanish portion of the Iberian| 
Peninsula, it appears to be equally’ 
clear that the chances of the rebels 
being able to do the some thing are 
just as slim, It is as well that these | 
facls should be recalled in view of| 
the enforcement in other countries| 
of the ban upon volunteering for} 
service on elther side in Spain. 
‘And before considering what may 
be the effect of this important] 
agreement it should be borne in| 
mind that ‘already imposing num- 
bers of foreigners of many nation 
alitles have succeeded in reaching.

tunately only too true, though for 
the moment It will serve merely to| 
consider the effects of the measures 
which came into force last Satur- 
day. 








is an unhappy truth that the 
delay in bringing about that 
development arose from the very 
considerable mistrust of each other 
‘with which the European Powers 
fare inspired, That still exists, 
making agreements and thelr -ex-

culty. Supposing that the ban on

of hostilities in Spain? Tt need not} 
necessarily bring about an early 
termination of the struggle, ‘That! 
was amply proved in the Great! 
War, for, when a complete blockade 
hhad ‘been imposed upon the central 
Powors, anticipations that the 
struggle would quickly be brought 
to an end wore not fulfilled. ‘The 
will to war was strong and by 
many and various makeshifts the 
Dlockaded enemy were able to carry 
fon much longer than was expected. 
‘The same applies in the case of 
Spain, where the same spirit is 
reinforced by the fear of what must 
happen when one side or the other| 
has succeeded in imposing its will 
‘As matters stand at the moment, 
‘and there Is not even a remote 
chance of thelr ever being very 
much different, it {s impossible. to| 
arrange a peace by compromise. 
General Franco and his followers 
cannot be expected to consent to 
any arrangement whereby _ the| 
present recognized government 
should continue in power, while 
the latter will most certainly. not 
agree to the relinguishment of its 
authority to those who have re- 
Belled against il. The world is, 
therefore, faced with the unhappy 
prospect of seoing the war con- 
Hinued until one side or the other 
fails through sheer inanition. 

Mediation between the two sides 
has been suggested, and the situa- 
tion is being watched in the hope 
that an opportunity for doing so] 
might be discovered. How slight! 
the possibility of any’ such occasion 
arising 4s, may be appraised from. 
what has’ been set out above. In~ 
ternationally the situation would 
seem on the face of things to have 
been improved by the agreements| 
‘which have been reached, but satis- 
faction with that must be subjected 
to certain important reservations. 
‘The cynical attitude which has been 
adopted by some countries towards| 
international obligations, and the 
possibility of that frame of mind 
continuing even now with regard 
to Spain, still constitutes a grave 
peril to the peace of the world. As 
‘one or other side in Spam fights out 
the long way to ultimate victory 
will those countries supporting its 
‘opponents consent to the destruc- | 
tion of those hopes and desires] 
which they have _ entertained. 
through all these long months? ‘The 
question is of importance, for it 
‘must be emphasized that neither the 
communist nor fascist states have 
yet reached any agreement that 
‘they will abide by the fnal result 
of the Spanish civil war. It is safe 
to say that if any such suggestion 
were broached it would be promptly 
and emphatically rejected by both 
sides, who see in 





rebuff to thelr cause, depending} 
‘entirely upon which side wins.- ‘The| 
situation, therefore, is still a 
‘dangerous one: it is by no means 
certain that communist or fascist 
States would refrain from rushing| 
assistance to thelr side in Spain if 
it were in danger of defeat. ‘That 
such an outlook is gloomy must be! 
admitted, and there is very little to 
brighten it, except, perhaps, a hope 
that. the ‘influence which Great 
Britain is wielding in Europe may’ 
still have that restraining effect 
which it has had in the past, and 
which will become more important 
fas it progresses with the rearma- 
‘ment programme to which itis now 
definitely committed.

PRESS REFORM 
Feb. 27. 


The trend from the purveying of 
straight news to modern sensation 
‘lism which has been a feature of 
some of the “popular” newspapers 
in England, has given cause for so 
‘much complaint that Sir John Simon 
has communicated with the News- 
paper Proprietors’ Association and 
the Newspaper Society on the mat 
ter. In recent years there has been 
a growing tendency on the part of 
some, particularly among the Lon- 
don journals to send reporters and 
photographers for the purpose of 
interviewing and “snapping” peo- 
ple, who, through’ some exceptional~ 
ly ‘tragic bereavement, have sud~ 
denly been projected into the full 
glare of a very trying publicity. 
Tt is not the only oceasion on which 
journalistic importunity has over-| 
stepped the bounds of good taste 
‘and public decency, but it happens 
at the moment that there has been 
such a number of incidents, that 
public opinion has become greatly 
exacerbated, with the result that 
the matter has received ventilation 
in the House of Commons. Early’ 
this month, in the House the Home 
Secretary ‘was asked whether he 
was informed of two cases brief 
reference to which will enable 
readers at this distance from Eng- 
land to understand the gravity of 
the complaint which is now being 
made, In one instance it was 
alleged that members of the Press 
had been brutally callous in an- 
nouncing to a girl the death of her 
fianeé, who had been gassed, while 
the other concerned the action of 
‘a reporter and 9 photographer who 
intruded into a hospital and in- 
terviewed and photographed a man 
‘when-he was in fact in a dying con- 
dition, In both cases it was desired 
to obtain a sensational story and 
both of them are indicative of the 
Tengths to which reporters are be- 
Ing forced to go by some proprietors 
to obtain what is believed to be 
circulation catching sensation. 

It ts fortunately true that most 
of the men who are sent out on 
such hateful errands loathe what 
they have to do, and there are 
‘many instances where they have 
run the risk of dismissal by pur- 
posely failing to carry out their in- 
structions. There are, on the other 
hand, some who have done their 
work only too well and added 
greatly to the grief of those who 
hhave been bereaved. ‘The demand 
‘was made in the House of Commons 
that, in view of the fact that its ex- 
pressed opinion was being dis- 
Yegarded, more drastic action should 
‘be taken than had been up to the 
present. For the sakes of those 
‘who have been so badly treated by 
that particular seetion of the Press 
about which complaint is made, 
there must be considerable sym- 
pathy with such a demand, though 
In satistying it grave dangers would 
have to be encountered. ‘The 
freedom of the Press, which is no 
more and no less than the freedom 
of the Individual, was secured after 
a very bitter struggle with the gov- 
ernment and Parliament. ‘The en 
actment of any measures giving the 
authorities powers in any way 
resembling those of the censorship 
in certain other countries would be 
repugnant to the average Briton, 
even though there would be a 
dogree of truth that the Press was 
bringing such a restrictive action 
upon itself, Sir John Simon, in 
approaching the two bodies above 
named, has in fact invited them to 
mend their ways, and a resolution

The remedy then seems 
to lie in the hands of the Press 
itself, or rather that section which| 
{s known to be guilty. Tt may be 
that the indignation that has been 
expressed and the action of ‘the 
Home Secretary will have the effect 
of making certain newspapers see 
the error of thelr ways, or pethaps, 
what is more likely, that this phase 
‘of sensationalism will work itself 
out as publle good taste makes 
Itsett Increasingly felt.

Never have the shops 
selling fireworks done such a roaring 
as business as they did this time, 
‘The main purpose of those crackers 
apart, from ‘the pleasure derived 
from thelr nolse—is to frighten away 
the evil spirits that have been haunt. 
Ing ‘one during the past year and 
those that are probably hovering 
‘about intent on spoiling the coming 
year. It is, however, dimeult to say 
Whether this year's exceptional bom- 
bardment was simed at the evil 
spirits who were responsible for the 
economic depression from which 
Pelping suffered during the last 
twelve months, or at those spirits 
that are causing the uncertain future 
politieal outlook.

‘Army's ‘Threat of General Election Now Boomeran; 


Dare Not Go

Dissolution of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Constitutionally 
necessary General Election within 20 
days has ceased to be the effcetive 
‘weapon held by the Japanese War 
Ofice over the heads of the political 
parties. ‘This leaves the Army almost 
tolally disarmed In what is becoming, 
‘an inereasingly unequal battle be- 
tween the militarists and thelr 
dreams of a modernized Skogunate 
‘against the party men, the liberals 
the capitalists “and ‘now, beyond 
uestion, the great mass of the people 
of the nation. 

When the then War Minister, 

* Count Hisalchi ‘Terauchi, stormed, 
red of face, out of the Lower Cham= 
ber in the late afternoon of January 
21 afler he and the Army had been 
unmerelfully flayed by Mr. Kuni 
mats Hamada of the Selyukal, his 
first demand was the summoning of 
an extraordinary Cabinet meeting, 
and his frst demand when the Cab- 
Inet assembled was that the Diet be 
dissolved” and a General Election 
called. Premier Hirota and most 
other members of the Government 
held ‘out against him, knowing full 
well the trend of pubile opinion and 
that a General Election would bring 
Aisgracetul defeat to the Government 
and the Army. ‘They took the alter- 
native course, over Count Teraucht's 
violent protest, of wholesale resigna- 
ton. 

‘The War OMee blocked Gen. 
Kazunarl Ugakl, moderate Iberal, 
believer in party government and a 
retired Army officer, from forming 
the succeeding Minisiry, and a com= 
promise was finally ‘struck by the 
selection of another moderate retired 
‘Armiy officer, Gen. Senjuro Hayashi, 
a5 the next Premier. General 
Hayashi patched together a curious 
Cabinet in whieh the only outstand- 
ing figures. are» the Minister of 
Finanee, Mr. Toyotaro Yuki, and the 
Minister of ‘the Navy, ‘Viee-Admiral 
‘Mitsumasa Yonal, and the Diet was 
allowed to reconvene after having 
been prorogued for the record time 
of more than three weeks. 

Platitudinous Nonentities 

‘The Dict met-on February 15 and 
the whole “nation belived: that a 
truce had beon declared in the bitter 
battle between the parties and the 
Army, the anti-Faseists and the pro- 
Fascists, ‘The speeches delivered 
before both Houses by | General 
Hayashi in his dual roles of Premier 
‘and Forelgn Minister were platitudin- 
‘ous nonentities. ‘The Finance Minis- 
ter's speech was more to the point, 
more factual, and revealed the sur- 
prise that he had succeeded in cut. 
ting the huge 1937-38 Budget. by 
slightly ess than 10 per cent. ‘The 
‘Army quite evidently’ expected the 
party men to behave and to control 
thelr tongues, still holding over them 
the dreaded’ weapon of dissolution 
and a General Election, with Its 
reat cost and its uncertainties of 
victory for each individual involved, 

Scarcely had interpeliations begun, 
however, before it was plain. that 
there was no truce at all on the part 
‘of the two major political parties, 
the Minselto and the Selyukal, ‘They 
wero still ready to Aght the fight 
to a finish, and they started after the 
Army and ils Intorference in_ polit 
falmost.as hotly as had Mr. Hamad 
on January 21. "Mr. Malajiro Kole 
zumi of the Minsello, which enjoys 
plurality in the ‘Lower Mouse, 
launched into a vigorous and bitter 
castigation of Army meddling in 
politics, of suppression of freedom of 
speech, ‘of failure to balance the huge 
military and naval expenditures 
with national economy, of the rising 
cost of living and the approaching 
increase of tax rates, of the Budget 
ary discrimination against the agri 
cultural masses and local govern 
ments, of the responsibility ‘of the 
‘Army for the plots and assassinations 
of May 18, 1032, and of February 
26, 1936, of the ‘fact that the War 
Ministership was confined to generals 
‘and Heutenant-enerals on the active 
list, of tacit military disobedience to 
the’ Imperial Command and of other 
is and evils 

‘Mr. Koizumi, who has come up| 
from the very bottom rung of life, 
hhas served in a parly Cabinet and 
Is the Idol of the proletariat, did not 
bring out all these charges’ himself, 
but he and sueceeding speakers com- 
bined did so. ‘The strongest, sanest 
fand most balanced speech was made 
by’ the veteran Hberal leader Yukio| 
Ozaki, although it was far less violent 
and inflammatory than the interpel- 
lations of his young colleagues, 

Liberal for 41 Years 
































Mr. Ozaki stands in a peculisr 
niche of his own in Japan. ‘He has 
been a member of the House of 


Representatives through all of the 70 
sessions since the first Diet convened 
in November, 1800. He has never 
once wavered in his liberal views 
and his championship of democratic 
xovernment. ‘These views have cost 
him high oMfce and fortune, but he 





has remained true to them. Once| 
‘Mayor of Tokyo and again Minister 
of Justice in 1914, It hos been im-| 
possible for him to accept. (even if 
it were proffered) Government office 
‘since then, because he has. resolutely 
refused to compromise. His early 
companions, at one time as stoutly’ 
Mberal as he, have all yielded to 
temptation of office or of wealth. 

‘The Japanese have a tremendous! 
respect for a man of courage and 
action, even when they heartily dis- 
approve of the action in question. 
This trait of character’ explains. the| 
heroism garnered by the political 
assassin. "Mr. Ozakl’s unflinching 
course during the 78 years of his 
life have earned him this same res-| 
pect and admiration. He alone has| 
consistently dared denounce publicly; 
the whole Manchuria adventure ever| 
since It was launched at» midnight| 
September 18, 1931, at Mukden. Any| 
other Japanese thin he would long| 
fago have fallen victim to - political 
assassins, yet only one abortive at- 
tempt has been made on his. lif 
For alt these reasons his “speech. In| 
the ‘Diet gained a hearing and a 
respect, exerelsed an influence, tar| 
greater than those of his more fery- 
tongued fellow-believers. 

Mr. Ozaki waxed sarcastic in de- 
nouncing military ~ participation In| 
politics. He sald there must be some| 
Super-man “hidden within military 
uniform able to direct the Army, the! 
Government. and to guide public| 
opinion rightly. He called on this| 
Super-man to come out, to doff his| 
military uniform and to become the 
Moses to lead the Japanese people: 
Out of their present wilderness. ‘The| 
War Minister and his Viee-Minister| 
sat tensely ‘erect, straining to catch| 
every word of his 100-minute speech. 


Ant-Comintern Pact Denounced 


‘The German-Japanese Anti.Comin«_ 
tern Agreement was given no quarter 
by the veleran orator and statesman, 
He denounced it unequivocally and| 
‘ald he did not see how Japan could 
bring Itself to shake hands with such 
8 nation os that of Hitler's Germany. 

Sull other telling points were made 
by Mr, Ozakl but perhaps his greatest 
contribution was to declare boldly 
that the best “national defence,” the| 
best “replenishment of armaments” 
‘that Japan could have was to bind| 
Lightly the bonds of genuine frlend- 
ship “with China “and with Soviet 
Russla, with the British Empire and 
with the United States of America, 
‘Then, he declared, what would be| 
the teed of reat ‘navies and great 
armies? 

‘Turning to the “crisis” of which 
Japan is so fond of talking, he sald. 
that there might be a crisis in Europe’ 
but there was none in the Far East 
save one—the internal crisis within| 
the Japanese Empire. The Govorn-| 
ment could be trusted to solve this| 
if Teft alone, but the danger lay in| 
the Japanese Army. Was Japan| 
threatened by land or by sen ur by: 
both? If Japan had to defend on: 
both land and water itselt he believ- 
ed It to be an impossibility. 

War Ofice Mereltesly Flalled 

Speaker after speaker from both 
‘major and ‘minor parties has _mer- 
llessly failed the Army, and the 
‘War Office has become panicky. As 
@ result, none can predict what it 
may do” It is at last awake to the 
fact that the great tide of public 
opinion has welled up against the 
Army, and that anti-military feeling. 
in the country is growing from day 
to day. It Is growing even within 
the non-oMeer ranks of the Army, 
itself. 

‘The Army would recort to any’ 
feasible measure {o stop these attacks, 
but a dissolution ond General Elec: 
tlon is no solution. ‘That’ would 
‘merely mean that for the next 30 
days the most experienced orators 
in the nation would speak from end| 
to end of the Islands against the| 
Army. “Their denunciations  would| 
be carried from the floors of the| 
Diet into the cottages of farmers and. 
the tenements of factory districts, 
‘The Army faces such a possibility 
with “consternation, and so it will 
‘hot secure dissolution (as it probably 
could) unless its own panic gets the 
better of such judgment as it retains. 

‘The two major parties, too, have| 
solved In large measure the question 
of financing a General Election eam 
paign.

‘This latter is an unknown quantity 



































but seems to be no great threat. ‘The 


‘Army dare not back a party or even| 
individual candidates, for the Em- 
peror Meljt's command to all soldiers 
to refrain from ‘activities 
still holds good. They do interfere 
in polities, of course, but it has to 
be done as secretly as possible and 
oMcially denied if detected. Jn the 
event of a-General Election this. 
spring the Army, | in co-operation 
with “the present” bureaueratic and. 
makeshift” Hayashi Government 
would undoubledly seck to give birth 
to a pro-Fascist, blindly pro-military 
party. and sweep the nation at the’ 
polls, thus gaining control of the Diet. 
‘The last attempt of a bureaucratic! 
ministry to carry an election, that 
of Viscount Kelgo Klyoura early in 
1924, ended in a flasco. 

In. the present temper of the! 
Japanese people this would be an| 
utter Impossibility if the election | 
‘were at all fairly conducted. It is 
doubtful “i even the most rabid 
|mnilitarist would dare resort to force-| 
ful means at the polls, would dare 
to engage too deply in ‘corruption of 
Voters, would dare to flout by force 
the will of the people on election | 
day. “Thus it Is seen how the War| 
Office, which a month ago held in its 
hands the effective weapon of dis- 
solution, finds now that the sharpest 
edge of this weapon Is turned upon. 
Hiself ‘instead of upon the political 
parties. 

‘From the military standpoint, the 
best possible solution would ‘be a. 
hurried passing of the Budget by the 
Diet and then its adjournment, on 
the understanding that an extraordin: 
ary session would be called later, 
probably in July, to deal with needed 
ogislation. Can the Army’ secure 
the parties’ consent to such a pro- 
cedure? Possibly, but hardly pro- 
bably. ‘The parties know now that, 
after more than five years of su- 
pineness under the military heel, they 
have the Army at bay, and it would 
be folly for them to call off the fight 
under ‘such conditions. They should 
fo on with it, even It It leads to 
some bloodshed, as it very well may. 


Vitally Important Sidelights 


‘There are one oF two sidelights to 
be added to this general picture of 
the extremely interesting, extremely 
disturbed, vitally important political 
situation ‘in the Empire of Japan 
to-day. Dr. Kisaburo Suzuki, pre~ 
‘sident of the Selyukal, has virtually’ 
been compelled to resign by his fol- 
lowers. He failed of re-election 
February 20, 1086, but was given a 
seat in the House’ of Peers. He has! 
been an extremely ill man for several 
years, and he could not possibly 
‘Becept the Premiership if this chance 
should come the way of the Selyu- 
teal. His resignation may split his. 
party into several dissentient factions 
In the quarrel over successon to the 
presidency, and this would be quite 
Gisastrous ‘not only to the Selyukal 
but to the ‘cause of party government 
fn Japan. 

‘By exceptionally clever political 
manquvring, Mr. Chokicht Miyawakt 
of the Selyukal managed to alienate 
the Japanese Navy from the side of 
the Army and place it on the side 
of the parties and the general public, 
During’ interpellation, Navy Minister 
Yonai- admitted that there was no 
question of maintaining discipline in 
the Navy, but that it) was a purely 
‘Army alfair. 

‘The Army, of course, consistently 
‘maintains that it does not and never 
has interfered in politics; nobody be- 
Neves it. The Army maintains that} 
both the May 15, 1992, and the| 
February 26, 1996," tragedies were 
breaches of discipline, but that they 
‘were really caused by corruption in 
political circles. Wen the ‘charac- 
ters of the martyred Mr. Ki Inukal, 
Viscount Makoto Saito and Mr. Kore- 
Kiyo Tokahasht are recalled, again 
nobody believes such a bald assertion. 

‘The Army maintains, too, that it 
believes in the “Constitutional Gov- 
ernment peculiar to Japan.” That is 
2 phrase’ on everyone's lips at the 
moment and no one knows just what 
it means. Certainly it does not mean | 
the same thing to the Army as to the 
political parties and the people at 
large. 


‘So tense and so fraught with pos- 
sibilities of all sorts is the political 
situation in Japan to-day that it is| 
difficult to tell what even another 24 
hours will bring.

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BOILER EXPLOSION KILLS TWO WORKERS 


Downtown District Rocked by Early Morning Blast 
Wrecking Kiangse Road Bank 


FO Chinese wore killed and one miraculously escaped serious 


injury when a battery of three 





rs exploded at 6.15 am. 


‘on Feb, 28 on the ground floor of the Shanghai Commercial and 


Savings Bank at 374 Kiangse Road. 


‘Many people in the downtown 


district were awakened by the sound of the explosion which was 
so violent that thick walls were blasted into piles of debris as 
the boilers crashed irresistibly against reinforced conercte. One 
boiler flew into the central office of the bank, another battered 
down a wall on its way out of the building, while the third leaped 
into the air and arched the ceiling some two fect out of its normal 


plane, 

In the boller room at the tie of 
the explosion were {wo Chinese 
bolter room assistants, Tse Vong-lal, 
and a boy of 16 years, Zee Cha-sal.

BRITISH LADY HURT

Cause Unknown 

‘The exact cause of the exploston is 
unknown. Zee Zocling has been de- 
lained by the police on suspicion of 
negligence. for he was employed. by 
the bank nd in eharge of the boiler 
Yom at the time. He . admitted 
to" police authorities ‘that he: 
shauld have checked the valves but 
neglected to'do s0. After the accld= 
fent_most of ‘the valves ‘were found 
{o be open and others partially open, 
but it is believed that valves must 
hhave becn carelessly closed to bring 
about the disaster. 

‘A call for an ambulance was made 
to the Central Fire Station on Honan 
Rood immediately after the explosion. 
It was then found that there had been 
an explosion and small fire had re- 
‘sulted. Capt, J. Gordon Dyson, Chiet 
Omeer of the Shanghal Fire Brigade, 
went with “his "men to the scene at 
‘nee. Tse Vonge-lai was sentaway in an 
ambulance and the fire was quickly 
extinguished. Members of the fire 
brigade spent most of the morning 
digging amongst the debris for the 
garbage man buried beneath. 

‘A call "was likewise made to the 
Central Police Station and Det. Sub- 
Insp. A. G. Tilton, was phuced in 
charge of the investigation. Zee Zo- 
Ting was arrested and constables were 
fon" hand. throughout the morning, 
Keeping the curious crowds thai 
swarmed around the area under eon 
trol

“The work was finished 
at 130 am. and the workers went 
home. Wong returned to the boiler 
Foom at 530 am, the following day’ 
with his own assistant, now deceased, 
‘and his young son, to start the fires. 

"At 6 am, Wong thought he 
had’ the fires’ going nicely and lett 
for a few minutes. When’ he came 
out into the alley ten or fifteen 
minutes tater the explosion occurred.

‘The “blues” had erected barbed 
wire and sand bag defences along| 
the creek, the former indicated by 
chalic marks, the latter by cloth and 
paper streamers strung on wooden 
posts 

‘After brief skirmishing, during] 
which blanks were fired, the browns| 
dislodged their “enemy” trom the 
banks of the ereek. “"Sappers” were 
called out to build wooden lattice 
bridges.

President Hoover Arrives with

Bringing bound cargo 
that has been in her holds for more 
than 100 days, some of which was 
for Christmas, tho ss, President | 
Hoover steamed into port at an early 
hour on February 24, being the 
frst. of 236 ships tied tp in United 
States ports by the maritime strike 
to salt for the Orient. At tho ter~ 
mination of a strike lasting 101 days 
and estimated ‘in California to have 
caused a loss of U.S.$580,000,000 to 
shipping interests, ships were free to 
t sail once again on February 4; the

Protection to be Given

In his report, Mr, Hsu said that the 
work of the education of slave girls 
In the National Child Welfare Home 
fm the French Concession has been 
conducted with encouraging resulls, 
‘The home, since its establishment. in 
1028, ‘has taken in 103 slave girls 
Jcither sent from the local authorities 
er rescued by the child protection 
department of the association. 
‘Twenty-six emancipated slave girls 
‘were received in the home during the 
Inst year. These slave girls, accord- 
ing to their records, mostly’ suffered 
from a sense of inferiority complex or 
hhad the habit of stealing, when they 
first entered the home,” This wos 
parlly caused by the treatment of 
their former masters or mistresses 
Jond partly by the suffering of hard- 
ship in the atmosphere of their foster 
homes, ‘Through psychological ap- 
proach and by love and education 
fiven by teachers, they have become 
normal and were released from thelr 
femotional strain after a slay of a 
‘certain period of time in the atmos- 
phere of this home. 

Besides receiving educational facil 
ties, they are specially trained in the 
classes of “Little Mothers”, tailoring, 
‘cooking. ete, Some of these girls 
were either placed out as foster 
@aughters or married as household 
wives, as soon as the home finds a 
suitable place for them, At present, 
the home besides the usual quota of 
orphans takes care of 39 of these 
under-privileged girls.

LOCAL DRUG ADDICTS 
TO BE EXAMINED 


17,600 Said Cured Since 
Start of Drive 


In order to ascertain that reformed 
jum addicts have totally rid them- 
selves of the habit, the local Pollee 
Bureau has mapped out a set of 
regulations governing thelr re-ex- 
‘amination in accordance with the 
rules for opium and drug-suppres- 
sion as promulgated by the Central 
authorities, 

With the enforcement of these 
regulations it is learned, a total of 
518 erstwhile opium-smokers in 
Seven specified districts here will 
first be called for re-examination, 
their names having been entered in 
the ‘book. 

According to the regulations, all 
‘opium addicts who have reformed 
im opium-suppression clinics will 
have to undergo re-examination, 
which will be held three times 
yearly, each time to last one month, 

number of persons to be 
re-examined wil! be fixed according 
fo the proportion of the number of 
reformed addicts in four months. 
On the average, two out of ten 
addicts will have to be re-examined. 

Prior to the re-examination, the 
rules provide, those to be re= 
‘exumined will not be notifled before- 
and, Certificates will be granted 10 
those who are found totally reformed 
of their habit, and those found re- 
taking the drug after thelr cure 
will be sent to military organs for 
severe punishment, 

‘The campaign for the eradication 
of opium smokers in Shanghal was 
Jaunched in July, 1995, upon _in- 
structions of the Central Government. 
More than 17,600 opium addicts have 
bbeen cured since the drive, it is 


estimated. 
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SALVATION ARMY AIDS 
MANY FOREIGNERS 


Report on Work for Last 
Year Made 


Entering upon its twenty-first year 
of activity in China, the Salvation 
Army, itis revealed in the 1930 
Teport of Major A. Harris, local 
head of the organization, is" faced 
with a ask even greater than any. 
other year. Homeless and penniless 
men must be sheltered-and fed. Em- 
ployment must be found for foreign 
jobless. Entire impoverished familes 
heed rent, fuel and food. ‘Thousands 
of discharged prisoners, chiefly 
Chinese, will require aid, 

So far as Shanghai is concerned, 
the report of Major Harris states, 
te work of the Army does not re- 
ect any. diminution of the need for 
such work. ‘The year just ended was. 
not marked by any improvement in 
the unemployment situation and the 
future, in the opinion of the official, 
holds little or no hope, The Chinese, 
‘equipped with a Quent knowledge of 
of the English language, are steadily 
taking positions once held by for- 
eigners. 

Regret is expressed that during 
the year the calls for men from. 
employers, as received by the Em- 
ployment Bureau of the Army, were 
very few and as the result the 
number of men placed sufered a 
considerable drop. In 1936, however, 
206 jobless men registered with the 
Bureau and of this number 205 were 
placed or left this port. ‘The end 
of the year found 471 men registered, 
representing 45 nationalit 


Many Garments Distributed 
‘The unemployment reliet work of 
the Army was considerably curtailed 
during 1936, solely because of | re- 
‘duced income for this work. A total 
of 257 cases received "financial 
assistance and 127 families were 
cared for, the assistance ineluding 
Fent, fuel, food and clothing. 
Thousands of garments for 
sexes were given away to. needy 
persons during the year by” the 
Salvation Army. In some instances 
@ nominal charge was made. In 
this connection sincere appreciation 
is voiced by the Army to those who 
fenerously sent thelr. cast-of lath: 
i. 


‘The demands for clothing are 
heavy and the Army will be pleased 
to call for any clothing residents, 
may wish to give away. 

‘The Foreign Men's Shelter at 180 
Amoy Road, during 1930 served 
37400 meals, the majority "being 
free, and also supplied free beds in 
15485 instances, "This institution 
Provides food and shelter for men 
who otherwise would be forced 10 
sleep in the streets. ‘The Shelter is 
housed in what formerly was the 
Administration Block of the Amoy 
Road Geol and has been kindly lent 
to the Army by the SMC, For many. 
years the Public Works Department 
of the SM.C, maintained their own 
Shelter for indigent foreigners, but 
‘during 1936 this was incorporated 
with the Army's Shelter, at the: 
Fequest of the Council, the arrange- 
‘ment proving satisfactory. A grant 
Ineaid is given the Army by. the 
SMC, but has proved inadequate to 
‘meet the heavy demands made, 

Effective this month a resident 
Salvation Army officer will be in 
charge of the Shelter and be directly 
responsible for all of the activities, 
In the near future the Shelter will 
try poultry: farming, pigsrearing, ete.

ON MOTORISTS 


Splinters from Windshield 
Cut Two Ladies 


An excited party of six Chinese 
and foreign motorists drove | into 
Shanghai on Feb. 28 in a powerful 
car showing a number of bullet holes. 
SUI “alarmed over. their nare 
escape and indignant that people 
driving on the Minghong highway 
should be subject to such dangers 
they told a representative of the 
“North-China Daily News" of how, 
while driving back from Hangehow, 
they had becn motioned to stop by 
the yells and waving arms of three 
‘men standing on a little bridge two 
miles from the city limits at’ about 
740 pam. When they had come al- 
most to standstill, the men on the 
bridge began shooting from point 
blank. range, three shots tearing, 
through the éar, The driver stepped 
fon the accelerator and all ducked ax 
they sped rapidly away with shots 
erackling behind them. 

‘They did not escape wholly with: 

out injury, however, for splinters of 
glass from the pierced windshield 
flew into the faces of Mrs. ¥. H. Woo 
and Miss Helen Tsang who were sit» 
ting in the front seat with Mr. 
Woo who was driving, The two 
Indies were shocked and bewildered 
as blood poured from the cuts on 
their faces, for they did not know 
at first whether or not they had been 
shot.

‘Terminating 28 years’ residence in 
the Far East, during which he has 
een known as one of the foremost 
Brilish doctors in Shanghai, Dr. J. E. 
Murray sailed for home on Feb, 26 on 
oard the ss. Gnelsenau. On arrival, 
the will join Dr. F. M. Neild, formerly 
fa Shanghal doctor, now practising in 
London, During his time in Shang. 
hei, Dr. Murray has shown himselt 
to be a keen and able sportsman, 
excelling at golf ond tennis. 

Dr. Murray was born at Galashiels, 
Scotland, in’ 1883, and was educated 
At Sedbergh, where he gained his 
colours for ‘both cricket and. foot 
ball. “On leaving school he ‘went on 
to Edinburgh University, where he 
graduated as M. B, and Ch, B. i 
1006. He gained js ‘M.D. degree the 
following year. While at the univer 
alty, he was awarded a double blue 
for ‘rugby football and tennis. 

In 1907, he was appointed resident 
house physician in Edinburgh Royal 
Infirmary, under Sir Byron Bram- 
‘well, and’ in the following year re- 
sident house surgeon at the same 
hospital, In 1908, he was engaged.as 
clinical ‘assistant ‘at Combe Hospital, 
Dublin, where he took the degree of 
LM, tnd in 1909 he was appointed 
resident house physician at Padding- 
fon Green Children's Hospital, Lon- 
lon.

HEALTH REPORT FOR 
JANUARY 


‘The Commissioner of Public sealth 
reporis:— 

‘On January 25, Smallpox was 
officially notified as being in epidemic 
form in the International Settlement. 
Epidemiclty is usually taken as the 
dally occurrence of threo new cases 
notifted for a period of one week, As 
usual, the " majority ‘of the eases 
notified had neglected vaccination, 
‘Though vaccination ‘work was. im- 
peded by prolonged unfavourable 
weather, every effort was made to 
stimulate ppubile interest in the Im= 
mediate Importance of this measure. 
‘Altogether 40,180" ‘persons were 
vaccinated. 

Diphtheria ‘and Scarlet Fever _in- 
eased slightly when compared with 
the figures’ for last month; there was 
also an increase in’ the. number of 
Geaths from these tyo disease 

‘Tho prevalence of cases from the 
respiratory group, reported in 
December, continued and hence the 
‘advice and measures then advocated 
should “continve 10 be observed. 
There was a moderate Increase in 
the number of notified cases of 
Influenza, but the ineldence 93 yet, 

relatively low. In this connection, 
special attention. was given to the 
ventilation of cinemas and theatres 
with the assistance of the manages 
‘ments “concerned.

Gen. Fran- 
celsco Franco, the Nationalist Teader, 
recently informed a number of for- 
elgn governments, including the 
British, that various Spanish ports 
‘nnd beon mined. 

“The explosion which followed 
shook the” whole ship. Passengers 
rushed to the decks, but there was| 
Ro pani. 

"Before the extent of the damage 
was known, some alarm was felt 
‘whether the pumps could controt the 
inflow of water, which soon flooded 
‘two of the ship's. holds. 

‘Somebody turned on the radio, and 
then everyone settled down to ‘sing~ 
ing and “dancing while the ‘pumps 
worked at full pressure to discharge 
the water pouring into the vessel. 

‘The Llandovery Castle made for 
Port Vendres and, arriving at 630 
anchored off-shore to avold the 
danger of @ heavier lst causing her 
to ground. Tugs. stood. by, and 
Wfevoats were slung out, ut there 
‘was no anxiety. 

Early this morning, however, the 
vessel sont up green rockets’ for

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INCONSEQUENCES 
Melbourne 
‘By Larmaror 


‘Melbourne celebrated its cen= 
tenary two years ago, thus com- 
memorating the growth of the little 
settlement on the site of the village 
‘of Dootigala into a city which in 
1001 was actually the most populous 
in Australia, being nearly 10,000 
ahead of Sydney. Sydney in 'the 
next decade took a big leap for- 
ward and now has 1% million as 
against Melbourne's 1,008,300, ‘To- 
day Melbourne is in ‘the limelight 
by reason of the “necdle test 
match” now proceeding on its 
famous ericket ground. 

There is a great contrast between 
the Melbourne of Australia and the 
Melbourne of England. ‘The latter, 
situated in the Trent’ valley, is a 
small market town from which the 
Victorian Prime Minister, Viscount 
Melbourne took his title; and 
Melbourne in Australia was named 
not after the town but after the 
man who was Prime Minister at the 
time of Dootigala's transformation, 
In 1901 Melbourne was the tem- 
porary capital of the Australian 
Commonwealth pending the selec 
tion of what eventually turned out! 
to be Canberra, 





It is therefore fitting that the| 
story of the University of 
‘Melbourne should be told. ‘This 
now has been achieved by Pro- 
fessor Ernest Scott, who holds the| 
Chair of History in the University. 
(“A History of the University of| 

Melbourne University 
Press, Melbourne 8s. 6d). The Uni- 
versity was opened in 1855 as the 
result of a proposal made in. the 
‘Legislative Council by Mr, H. C. E. 
Childers, a Cambridge ‘graduat 
who came to the then new colony’ 
of Victoria in October 1850 and 
‘was appointed Inspector of Schools. 
Childers was related by marriage to| 
Earl Grey, through whose influence| 
‘the educational appointment wa: 
made, although it should be added| 
that ‘Childers himself was fully| 
qualified on his own merits for the 
appointment, ‘The University went| 
through the vicissitudes of its kind 
and It duly received authorita~ 
tive testimony to its importance as| 
a result of the University Act of| 
1923 and even later by another Act 
of 1933 which enabled the authori- 
tles to appoint a Vice-Chancellor as 
the chief executive of the Uni- 
versity instead of being, as until 
‘then, a virtually complimentary 
appointment. Round this issue had, 
in fact, developed a controversy of| 
considerable importance. ‘The Vice- 
Chancellor, holding as he did an 
honorary post, was not able to 
exercise the authority expected of 
that dignitary in other universities. 


But an effort to create'a stipen- 
lary Vice-Chancellor was | vigor- 
ously opposed and defeated in 
1800, and Professor Scott considers| 
that this decision had a most dis- 
astrous effect on the institution, for, 
unfortunately, just atter the visit of| 
the then Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York in 1901—after- 
wards, of course, King George Vand 
Queen Mary—a financial crisis 
occurred. A committee of enquiry 
was appointed, and unhappily it 
was revealed that the University 
hhad been defrauded of £23,890 by 
one of its trusted employees in the 
Registrar's office. He was duly 
punished for his crimes by a 
sentence of five years imprison 
ment, His frauds had covered a 
period of some 15 years and the 
history relates that like most of his 
type he had a very plausible manner 
and was remembered by the 
students as “such a nice man:” 

‘The Registrar trusted him 
implicitly, and when the embezzie- 
ments were revealed, collapsed, and 
hod tobe taken ‘home in a. cab. 
‘The newspaper ities blamed the 
Government auditing system. The 
Age stated that “with a sound 
aystem of audit, it te almeutt to un- 
derstand how "the falsification of 
‘accounts could be carried on for 
fitieen years, and then only be dls- 
covered by "accident." The Argus 
‘maintained that, “there is no éscap- 
ing from. the fact that’ the audit 
‘was conducted by state experts, and 
that. therefore the slate cannot 
plead absolute irresponsibility; there 





























{rial showed that the auditors had 
not demanded to sce the securities, 
but hod accepted the figures with 
out verlteation. 

‘A thorough reorganization natur- 
ally followed on this exposure, but 
for some litle time the University's 
activities were seriously curtailed. 
The period of stringency — was 
marked by splendid sacrifice on the 
part of the professors and lecturers 
in the University. All the members| 
of the staff, for instance, undertook 
to conduct’ matriculation examina 
tions without fees for three years, 
and one professor undertook to 
cover two subjects, 

Reliet came from the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Thomas Bent as Prime 
Minister in’ 1904, “He managed to 
persuade the State Parliament to| 
Make a generous grant  towards| 
paying off the University's liabilities 
fand to start its activities again with| 
8 further grant in equipping it for 
[mining and agriculture, Further 

more, the annual statutory grant 
‘was tore than doubled and the de- 
pression ereated by the defaleations 
| gradually dissipated. 

But out of evil came good. In| 
1902 a Royal Commission was ap- 
Pointed to report on the whole of the| 
University's work and its recom- 
mendations were so sound and gave 
such renewed confidence to the 
Government that when Melbourne 
University celebrated its jubilee in 
‘April 1906 it was able to shake off 
its care 











<.+..-During the week April 23-28, 
Hicibourne entertained more acade- 
mic celebrities than she had ever 
done before in her history; and 
hostesses vied with each other to 
make thelr hospltalities worthy of 
the occasion.

Universitf owed much to the ap- 
ointment of Mr. J. P, Bainbridge 
‘as Registrar in 1909; as an ac- 
countant by training he soon 
grasped the detalls of University’ 
work and was an outstanding 
success in a career of 28 years. 

In the year of Mr. Bainbridge's 
‘appointment the University reached 
the 1,000 mark in its number of 
students and the quality of his work 
{s thus described by the historian:

Forty seven years ago’a helpless 
Chinese baby was laid on the doorstep 
of some American missionaries. in 
Foochow. These ladles were in the 
business of reseung poor little un- 
wanted bables and they took the 
crying infant and nourished her and.

as Christians would, 
In describing this incident a Chineso 
itleman who knew the facts sald: 
Is often the case, in homes where 
girl babies are too many, this baby

Chinese orphans’ home.” He might 
have added, “instead of being left to

During the Atteen years in which 
Dr. Wu was engaged in active work 
in ‘Talchow she won frlends among 
all classes of people and to them she 
pointed out the way of Salvation, 
Coolie women and ladies of the 
gentry heard the Gospel from Dr. Wu 
‘and her influence over the student 
nurses led many to unite with the 
church, 

‘Dr. Wu was of a frugal d'sposition, 
She-eared nothing for ditplay or for 
show though she was notably neat in 
er appearance. She was alone in the 
world without relatives to assist her 
in spending her salary and so she 
saved and saved—not’ by serimping 
stinginess and effort but easily and 
cheerfully by the natural habit of the 
Oriental, She used some of her

there whose income could not be 
spread out thin enough to feed all 
the children and then the friends in 
Foochow, who had done so much tor 
her. Every year $100 would go to

86-year old Marshal Voroshiloft hi 
been called by Stalin the "Workers 
Red General.” Voroshiloft likes. the 
soubriquel, for few among his col- 
Teagues can claim a more direct or 
undisputed proletarian lineage. Born 
in the Urals, son of a rebellious 
miner, Voroshiloft “from his early 
childhood belonged to the working 
case, 

It wag only in 1918 that Voroshiloft 
received his first real military eliris- 
ening. He was sent to his. native 
Looyansk, to organize opposition to 
the White Cossacks and the approach- 
ing German. forces. In. the first 
engagement, the Red troops were 
overwhelmed and Voroshiloft had 10 
Aght his" way oul, ina blistering 
sumer heat, 1.00 miles across the 
Steppes to Tsaritsin on the Volga.

Kkllometre breach in the Polish de- 
fences. Up to the walls of Warsaw 
galloped the Reds, but there the 
canny General  Weygand, sent 
France to save Europe from the 
Russian moujik, defeated the Army 
Of Hvesin, a barber turned military. 
‘The Red army's vetreat was as rapid 
fas was its advance, 

In October, 1920, Budenny and his. 
First Mounted attacked General 
Wrangel, entrenched in the Crimea. 
With the ald of Bela Kun, who 
gained notoriety in the Hungarian 
Red revolution, Crimea was taken 
‘and all European Russia came under 
the control of Moscow. Budenny re- 
turned to the Capital to become the 
chief of Soviet cavalry, the post he 
SUIl occupies. 

‘Voroshiloff, meanwhile, was made 
the head of ‘the North ‘Caucasian 
farrison. Tn 1924-25 he headed the 
Moseow garrison, and in the latter 
Year was appointed the People's Com- 
missar of War and Navy and Chair- 
man of the War Council. A year 
later he rounded out his career with 
appointment as a member of the 
all-powerful Polit-Bureau, which 
governs Red Russia. Last year, to- 
uether with Budenny,  Bluecher, 
Tuhachevsky and Egorov, he wai 
made a Marshal. 

Bluee! Manchoukuo Front 

Vasilll Bluecher is Red Russia's 
Marshal on the all-important Far- 
Eastern front, where frontiers bristle 
with Japanese, Manchoukuo and 
Russion bayonets.

I have just returned to China after 
fa six weeks stay on the remote and 
Tittle known Island of Botel ‘Tobago, 
which fs situated about 40 miles cast 
Sf the southernmost. ip of Formosa. 
The European members of the EX- 
pedition to which T belonged were the 
first who have ever made a protract 
‘ed stay on the Island, and the research 
‘work, which we carried out, besides 
being to some extent unique in its 
character, was actually the first 
scientific Investigation of any kind to 
bbe carried out on the Island by per- 
sons of other than Japanese nation- 
a 

Dr, Kilton R. Stewart, formerly 
Psychological Research Fellow at 
P.UAMC.. conceived the idea of visit- 
ing Botel Tobago some years ago 
when he first heard rumours of the 
isolated and apparently unique social 
structure of the Yami community, to 
which the 1,700 native inhabitants of 
the Island belong. The fact that this 
community was reported as being 
still” “completely unaffected by all 
‘outside cultural influences of elther 
Western or Asiatic origin made it 
specially suitable as a data source for 
certain psychological investigations 
Which Dr. Stewart was then carrying 
ut in connection with the nature and 
Significance of the mental symbols 
which are encountered in the course 
of dreams and psyeho-analysis. Be- 
sides providing material for this 
rather | specialist psychological in« 
vestigation, it scemed that Botel 











‘most talented military men in 
world. 

‘Tuhachevsky was born in 1993; in 0 
noble bul impoverished family. He 
hhad the customary education of the 

class—a French govern 
public sehool, where he did not dis 
Unguish himself, and the Moscow 
Military Academy. ‘There he showed.

‘In 1924 Tubachevsky was made a 
member of the War Counell, but 
when Trotsky and Stalin came to 
loggerheads, Tuhachevsky. friendly to 
the former, was exiled to a minor 
post in Turkestan. Later he was 
Appointed to head the military 
academy. But in 1920, he again came 
into favour, was elected a member 
of the Leningrad Communist Party

‘The opportunity to carry these plans 
to fulfillment did not occur until the 
tend of last year, bul a party consist 
ing of two Atsnricans and two British 
was finally able to leave Peiping for 
Formosa at the beginning of last 








December. 
Aided by Authorities 

‘On our arrival at Formosa, we 

were greatly aided and encouraged 





by the helpful attitude of the Japan- 
ese authorities, who thus enabled us 
to become the first Europeans ever 
fo obtain first hand information re~ 
garding the habits and behaviour of 
the Yami people, 

‘By the ‘time we finally reached 
Formosa our party had inereased to 
seven, the additional members being, 
two Formosan interpreters and a 
Japanese policeman, ‘whose services 
hhad kindly been loaned to us by the 
Government. This last had previous- 
ly served on the Island for two years 
in an official capacity and is know= 
ledge and experience of the natives 
proved most valuable. 

It is not possible at 1 
ive any detailed account 
work which was earried out, and in- 
deed the other members of the party 
are still remaining on the Island for 
fa further two or three weeks con- 
tinuing their researches and checking, 
up on the information already obtain- 
fed. tn due course we hope to be 
able to publish a quantity of original 
information regarding "the Yami, 
which we think may be of consider: 
able scientific interest 

Japanese scientists” have already 
carried out very thorough linguist 
‘and ethnographic researches on Hotel 
‘Tobago, but in the more goncral field 
of culture and race psychology: very 
Mute seems to have been done prior 
fo our arrival, 

Virtually Isolated from the rest of 
the world for many hundreds of 
-yenrs, Yami society has in the course 
‘of time developed many individual 
waits of great sociological "interest, 
and it is {0 these aspects of the cule 
ture that we have devoted. special 
allention, While their employment of 

als Is In. many” respects. ex- 
tremely skilful, thelr actual technical 
equipment is 'vory limited, and in 
some aspects they havo advanced 
lide beyond a primitive stone age 

We found on the other hand that 
their ideas in the field of social and 
moral behaviour were exceedingly 
advanced, and characterized every 
where by an extreme degree of 
intelligent commonsense, Practically 
speaking they have no jaw, but the 
resulting anarchy ig characterized by 
fan ideal humanity rather than the 
chaotic confusion ‘which the experi 
fence of our own soclety might Kad 
fone to expect 

While the interest which we derived 
from our slay among the Yami was 
many sided in its aspects, without 
‘question the most foreible impres- 
sion that we received was an awed 
respect for the mental attitude which 
Droddiced so: much elemental. sanity. 
One could not help fooling that many 
of the Yami's ideas might very ‘use= 
fully be imitated by our own potitieal 
demagogues and administrators, 

Stewart, who is well 
Peiping, the other mem= 
bers of the Expedition have also all 
had experience of life in China. Dr. 
Stewart's secretary Miss N. Grasby: 
lls from Perth, Australia; she 
worked at one time at the British, 
Embassy Peiping and was formerly in 
Hongkong.
